The recently adopted re- 
districting plan placed Greenbelt 
with its 18,000 residents in the 
same district as Bowie, popula¬ 


tion 36,000. 

Castaldi’s rivals are incumbent 
County Councilman Roy Dabney, 
retiring Board of Education 
member A1 James Golato and for¬ 
mer Bowie Mayor William W. 
Wildman. 

All Democratic candidates run¬ 
ning for the Maryland House of 
Delegates are Bowie residents. 
The front runners are incumbents 
Gerard F. Devlin, Joan B. Pitkin 
and Charles “Buzz” Ryan, al¬ 
though challenger James W. 
Hubbard could pose a threat to 
one of the three. Lawrence E. 
Keval is also on the ballot. 

Democrat Leo Green of Bowie 
has no opposition in the primary 
for the Maryland State Senate 
slot. Green, Ryan and Devlin are 
running on the Demoratic Alli¬

The clear impression 
was given that the News Review had endorsed the candi¬ 
dacy for county council of Al James Golato, and that the 
legend, “Dear Readers,” below the News Review logo, and 
words that followed were those of this paper.

Charlie Schwan: Greenbelt’s 
Outstanding Citizen of 1982

“Summarizing the contributions of this year’s Out¬ 
standing Citizen is an impossible task,” explained Labor 
Day Festival Outstanding Citizen Chairperson Linda Shev- 
itz. As Shevitz began to summarize the achievements — 
co-chair of the Greenbelt Freedom of the Press Committee, 
President of the GHI Board of Directors, Member of City 
Council — it did not take the audience long to realize the 
identity of this year’s Outstanding Citizen. From the 
audience reaction, it was evident that the selection of 
Charles Schwan as Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen of 1982 
met with enthusiastic approval. 


For 30 years, Schwan has serv¬ 
ed the city of Greenbelt. He be¬ 
gan as chairman of a committee 
to establish tne city's Advisory 
Planning Board. Years of service 
to Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
included terms on the GHI Board 
of Directors and as president as 
well as always being a very con¬ 
cerned GHI member. As such he 
was involved in the construction 
of the GHI larger homes in the 
North End, the rehabilitation of 
GHI homes and in relocating 
Roosevelt High School to its pres- 
ent location. 

When the News Review was 
sued by a local developer Schwan 
became co--chair of the Freedom 
of the Press Committee. The ef¬ 
forts of this committee were re¬ 
warded when the newspaper won 
its appeal before the United 
States Supreme Court. 

From 1971 to 1981 Schwan serv¬ 
ed as an elected member of City 
Council. This position was one 
that put him in the forefront of 
every major issue affecting the 
city. “He has never shirked con¬ 
troversy or hedged on an issue 
for political or personal reasons. 
His decisions have always come 
from deep personal convictions 
and regard for the best interests 
of the community,” testify those 
who nominated Schwan for the 
award. They add, “Even though 
one may not always agree with 
him. one never doubts that his 
motives are entirely selfless,” 

Of his personal qualities, his 
friends and colleagues say, “He 


is a person of integrity, commit¬ 
ment and dedication—and also a 
person of honor, wit and com¬ 
passion.” 

Wit and humor were readily 
apparent when Schwan accepted 
the award with. “Well, I get to 
say a few words.” Sohwan con¬ 
fessed' that he was “not entirely 
surprised because Gil Weidenfeld 
gave me some cockamamie story 
about why I should he here.” Re¬ 
flecting that he had received 
many honors since retiring from 
City Council, Sohwan drew this 
moral. “Desert the ship.” 

Becoming serious, Schwan said, 
“It is a great honor especially in 
this community where service to 
one’s fellows is prized so highly 
and undertaken by so many,” 
Schwan told the News Review, 
“There’s no question that it’s a 
great honor.” To be nominated, 
he feels, is even more of an honor. 

Nominated by Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens, the Outstanding Citizen is 
chosen by a panel of judges rep¬ 
resenting different geographical 
regions of the city. The Outstand¬ 
ing Citizen received a $100 bond 
from the Bell System Telephone 
Company, a dish garden from 
Beltway Florist, a Greenbelt is 
Great t-shirt from the Greenbelt 
Nursery School, an engraved 
plaque and a proclamation from 
Governor Harry Hughes' office. 
The proclamation was presented 
by State Delegates Joan Pitkin 
and Charles Ryan. As Pitkin said, 
“Charlie Schwan is one of the 
things that makes Greenbelt spe¬ 
cial.”

Council Schedules New Public 
Hearing on Honoring Roosevelt 

At its work session of August 30, the City Council 
again dealt with proposals to commemorate Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Albert S. Attick by naming city facilities in 
their honor . Council noted the lack of consensus among 
the citizens attending the Public Hearing held on August 
23. At that time a wide variety of proposals were received 
for commemorating the two men who played significant 
roles in Greenbelt history. 
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Council reached tentative agree¬ 
ment at the work session to re¬ 
name Greenbelt Lake Park in 
honor of Buddy Attick. The mem¬ 
bers indicated the need to com¬ 
memorate the many years of ser¬ 
vice to the City given by the for¬ 
mer Public Works Director and 
noted that no other suitable pro¬ 
posals had been made. Staff was 
directed to prepare an appropri¬ 
ate resolution to rename the park. 

The selection of a facility for 
Roosevelt proved more difficult. 
Council noted the Roosevelt Com¬ 
memoration Committee’s support 
for renaming Greenbelt Lake in 
honor of Roosevelt. While not 
ruling out this proposal, Council 
members expressed the belief that 
naming the lake for Roosevelt 
while naming the park for Attick 
tended to take away from the 
honor given to either of the men. 

Three other proposals for hon¬ 
oring Roosevelt were then put 
forth and considered by Council. 

1. Rename North End School. 
The City expects transfer of this 
property to the City this fall. The 
school will become the largest 
city-owned public building. It was 
originally built during the Roose¬ 
velt Administration. Since it will 
no longer be a school, it will need 
a new name; it could be called 
the Franklin D. Roosevelt Com¬ 
munity Center. While a dedica¬ 
tion could not be made at this 
time, an announcement of the 
City plans could be done with an 
appropriate ceremony undertaken 
at an appropriate time after the 
City converts the school to other 
uses. 

2. Name the center area. One 
of the significant features of the 
Greenbelt Plan was the cluster¬ 
ing of business, civic, educational 
and recreational facilities in the 
center of the planned community

with the houses placed in blocks 
curving around the center. A com¬ 
memorative sign could be placed 
at the entrance to Centerway 
identifying the Roosevelt Center 
and indicating the significance of 
the area to the original planned 
community. 

3. Name the swimming pool. 
This proposal gives recognition 
to the great interest Roosevelt 
had in swimming for exercise and 
recreation. The swimming pool is 
one of the original recreation fa¬ 
cilities and remains today much 
as it was when originally built, 
with the exception of the diving 
pool which was added in 1965. 

Council members then decided 
to have another public hearing to 
hear further citizen comments on 
the three new proposals for 
Roosevelt, as well as any further 
comments on the proposal to name 
Greenbelt Lake in his honor. The 
public hearing will be scheduled 
for the same evening as the next 
regular Council meeting, Septem¬ 
ber 20, and will be held at 7:30 
pan. in the Council Room of the 
Municipal Building. Council an¬ 
ticipates taking final action at 
the regular meeting.

garded as the front runners for 
Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
enor over their principal rivals, 
State Senator Harry J. McGuirk 
and his ticket mate, incumbent 
Lieutenant Governor Samuel W. 
Bogley. Two other duos are can¬ 
didates Harry W. Kelley, with 
Lawrence M. Vincent, and John 
J. Schwartz, with Sharon P. 
Gensler. 

The field is large—nine—but in¬ 
cumbent United States Senator 
Paul S. Sarbanes should easily 
outdistance all rivals. If any¬ 
thing, the path to victory should 
be even smoother for incumbent 
Congressman Steny Hoyer. 

Among Republicans, Anne Ar¬ 
undel County Executive Robert 
A. Pascal and his running mate, 
Newton Steers, former Member 
of Congress, should garner the 
nominations for Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor respectively. 
Prince Georges County Executive 
Lawrence J. Hogan should have 
little trouble with two rivals, Wil¬ 
liam A. Albaugh and Donovan B. 
Finch, in winning nomination as 
his party’s candidate foT the Sen¬ 
ate. Former Greenbelter Perry 
Smith should win the opportunity 
to oppoie Steny Hoyer in the No¬ 
vember Congressional race. 

In the Republican primary, 
there is no competition for nom¬ 
ination as candidates for the At¬ 
torney General, State Comptrol¬ 
ler, State Senate, House of Dele¬ 
gates, County Council, Clerk of 
the Circuit Court and Sheriff. 

Among the Democrats there is 
no competition for the State Sen¬ 
ate slot and incumbents State 
Comptroller Louis A. Goldstein 
and Attorney General Stephen 
Sachs have no opposition.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Council Tidbits 

At its last two regular City 
Council meetings council accepted 
several advisory board reports 
which deal with current Green- 
belt topics of interest At the Au¬ 
gust 9 meeting a Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board (PRAB) 
report on land acquisition and an 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
report on North End School 
Adaptive Reuse were accepted. 

At the July 19 meeting another 
PRAB report noting unsightly 
pipeline vents at the Lake Park 
was considered. The vents are 
related to the WSSC ninety-six- 
inch water main. Giese report¬ 
ed that WSSC work is not com¬ 
pleted and should include plant¬ 
ings around the vents. Mayor 
Richard Castaldi suggested berms 
might be used also. Councilman 
Gil Weidenfeld agreed with the 
criticism. “We ought to go on rec¬ 
ord right now/’ he said. Accord¬ 
ingly, council moved to express 
its concern and hope that the 
vents would be adequately 
screened. 

Council approved the bylaws of 
the new Greenbelt Crime Preven¬ 
tion Committee. The committee 
had sent a recommendation that 
funds be budgeted to purchase 
audio-visual equipment for the 
Police Department in its crime 
prevention program. Council, in 
turn, authorized the city manager 
to purchase the equipment. 

Council passed an ordinance 
providing for a $25 fine for vio¬ 
lation of handicapped parking 
regulations. First reading was 
given to two resolutions—one for 
purchase of radios and another 
to provide for increased landfill 
costs. 

Personnel Matters 

Turning to personnel matters at 
the August 9 meeting, council de¬ 
clined to act at this time on a re¬ 
quest from the Greenbelt Frater¬ 
nal Order of Police to be officially 
recognized as the sole represent¬ 
ative organization of the rank 
and file of the Greenbelt Police 
Department and as the sole 
spokesman for the rank and file 
in matters of concern to the city 
and the membership. 

It was explained to Daniel 
P. O’Neil, Vice-President of F.O P. 
Lodge 32, that it would be neces¬ 
sary to consult with the city so¬ 
licitor prior to taking such action 
in order to avoid any danger of 
setting a precedent in dealing 
with possible future employee or¬ 
ganizations which might seek to

Is Track, Field Champ 

Greenbelter Liz Phelps, a soph¬ 
omore at Ohio Wesleyan Univer¬ 
sity, recently completed a record- 
shattering track and field season 
for the state-champion “Battling 
Bishops.” 

Phelps finished second at the 
NCAA Division III Champion¬ 
ships in the grueling seven-event 
heptathalon. She amassed a 
school record 4486 points in the 
event and in the process broke 
her own school high jump record 
with a 5-5 effort. She also broke 
Ohio Wesleyan records in the 100- 
meter low hurdles and the 400- 
meter intermediate hurdles with 
respective times of 15.4 seconds 
and 69.3 seconds. 

Phelps won the Division III 
state heptathalon title as well, 
raking up 4107 points. She also 
was second in the high jump (5-D, 
third in the 100-meter low hurdles 
(15.4) and third in the 400-meter 
intermediate hurdles (69.6). 

The heptathalon consists of 
seven events: the 100-njeter low 
hurdles, high jump, javelin, long 
jump, shot put, 200-meter dash 
and 800-meter run.

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GHI Board Chooses New Contractor 
For Vinyl Siding on Frame Homes

A new contract to com¬ 
plete the vinyl siding on the 
frame homes was approved 
at the August 26 meeting of 
the Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Mead 
Aluminum and Vinyl Pro¬ 
ducts was selected from the 
four vinyl siding companies 
which submitted bids for 
the job. Mead is the con¬ 
tractor for the on-going gut¬ 
ter replacement work, ano¬ 
ther part of the rehab pro¬ 
gram. More requests for 
exemptions from the rehab 
program, an appeal for ex¬ 
emption from fence regula¬ 
tions, and other rehab-rela¬ 
ted items completed the 
agenda. 

Vinyl Siding 

The completion of the siding 
work by Mead Aluminum and Vi¬ 
nyl Products will be performed 
for a cost not to exceed $431,000. 
The contract calls for this work 
to be completed by the end of this 
December; however, the contrac¬ 
tor expects to finish a month ear¬ 
lier. Mead has agreed to side the 
additions for which members 
have signed contracts at a price 
comparable to the one agreed to 
with Beltway Aluminum. There 
is also a separate one-year letter 
erf agreement for any corrective 
work to be executed at a set price 
for labor and materials. 

Directors Mark Dombrowski, 
Janet Cantwell, Frank Gervasi 
and Margaret Hogensen wanted 
to know how many companies 
had been contacted and felt that 
the final number of companies 
did not offer much choice. As¬ 
sistant General Manager-GHIDC, 
Gary Morningstar, said that 12 
companies 'had been contacted— 
the original list developed from 
the Yellow Pages or from recom¬ 
mendations, and that there was a 
need to resume the siding work 
as soon as possible. 

Exemptions 

As has been the case for many 
of the recent board meetings, a 
number of members presented 
requests for exemptions to the 
rehab program. The first was the 


request from Benjamin Abramo¬ 
witz for approval to keep his 
casement windows “as is” and to 
install neither new nor storm 
windows. Abramowitz cited as 
his reason for this request that 
his paintings, sculpture, and art 
supplies require his home to have 
unobstructed ventilation. Man¬ 
agement viewed this request as 
it had others; namely that mem¬ 
bers requesting an exemption 
from the new windows must re¬ 
condition their casement windows 
and install piggyback storm win¬ 
dows. Management also pointed 
out that on August 12 when Ab¬ 
ramowitz had been granted an 
exemption from the heat conver¬ 
sion element of Phase II rehab, 
it was indicated that no other 
exemption from the program was 
contemplated. 

There was a good deal of reac¬ 
tion from the Board and from 
other members present to this 
request. Director Joe Jenkins re¬ 
peated his support for the stand¬ 
ard plan and wondered “if we 
could assume that Mr. Abramo¬ 
witz does not want to take part 
in the rehab program.” Gervasi 
was puzzled as to why the piggy¬ 
back storm windows were not ac¬ 
ceptable to Abramowitz. If he 
wanted ventilation, Gervasi said, 
he could simply open the window. 

Board President Jim Smith 
raised the issue of the kind of 
substances Abramowitz kept in 
his unit and if they required such 
special handling that they might 
be a hazard and not appropriate 
to keep in a GHI unit. Cantwell 
and Hogensen tried to find a way 
that Abramowitz could keep cur¬ 
rent windows and replace on re¬ 
sale. Director Wayne Williams 
said that there vas policy and 
that it should be followed—new 
windows or storm windows. Ulti¬ 
mately this request for exemption 
to the window replacement was 
defeated with Directors Jenkins, 
Gervasi, Williams, Smith and 
John Lewis voting against 

A request from members in 
two adjacent units to keep their 
current heating system was 
quickly defeated by the Board. In 
this instance the Board had not 
received a technical proposal in¬ 
dicating how these members 
would maintain their boiler. 


Member Elsie Morin was rep¬ 
resented by attorneys who pre¬ 
sented her request for exemption 
to the rehabilitation program. She 
wanted to provide her own oil 
heating system and to keep the 
present casement windows. The 
Board advised her attorney to 
submit a technical proposal out¬ 
lining the details of the heat sys¬ 
tem she proposed for review by 
the Board. 

Not all of the requests for ex¬ 
emption were related to rehab. A 
request for exemption to the fence 
regulations was discussed again 
and still not resolved. It had been 
introduced and discussed at an 
earlier meeting and referred to 
the Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee, which approved the 
fence providing there was suffi¬ 
cient landscaping. In question is 
a proposed stockade fence 6 by 44 
feet. In debating this case, many 
members and board members ex¬ 
pressed their feelings about this 
particular issue and about ex¬ 
emptions in general. 

Many members felt that there 
were too many deviations from 
the approved and standard plans 
for structures throughout the 
community. Others felt that the 
rules did provide the mechahism 
for asking for approval for ex¬ 
ceptions and that each should be 
reviewed individually. Some were 
also opposed to this specific 
structure. Audit Committee Mem-

Utopia Theatre Plans 
Classic Film Series 

The Greenbelt Cultural Arts 
Center’s Film Committee has been 
planning a film series for the 
Utopia Theatre which, pending 
the securing of sponsors and a 
substantial number of film club 
members, would commence in No¬ 
vember and run roughly once per 
month through August 1983. 

The Committee has taken a 
market study which surveyed res¬ 
idents of New Carrollton, Silver 
Spring, Landover, Laurel and 
Greenbelt. The study was pre¬ 
pared by Dik Cripe and showed 
that Thursday evening was the 
most desired time for films, with 
Sunday afternoon the second 
most popular time. Most likely, 
the series would consist of films 
beginning on Thursday evenings 
and running through the week 
end, concluding on Sunday after 
noon. The most popular films were 
musicals, comedies and adven¬ 
tures. In terms of the era of films 
most desired, classics from the 
1930’s through the 1960 s showed 
up highest. The committee is 
planning a series which would in¬ 
corporate those interests. Conse¬ 
quently, the series would feature 
well-known artists such as Henry 
Fonda, Peter Sellers, Alfred 
Hithcock, Woody Allen, Alec 
Guinness and musicals such as 
“Oklahoma.” 

The Committee is determining 
the hypothetial schedule and will 
also be negotiating with film dis¬ 
tributors from whom the films 
will be rented. Bill Cornett and 
Konrad Herling have met in an 
initial session with Films, Incor¬ 
porated. Followups with other 
members of the Committee win 
be occurring in the near future. 

Two essential elements to mak¬ 
ing this project possible will be 
securing business sponsors and 
the formation of a film club 
whose members would help sub¬ 
sidize such a series. The estab¬ 
lishment of a film club, in which 
one could buy a series of films for 
less than it would cost to buy one 
ticket at a time at the door. Such 
theatre programs, such as those 
at the Biograph and the Kennedy 
Center’s American Film Institute 
rely heavily on funding from club 
members. 

The Arts Center now has, 
through City Council funding, new 
equipment which wifi enable resi¬ 
dent viewers to enjoy this poten¬ 
tial series. The Center has a new 
projector and a new screen (when 
the Arts Center began program¬ 
ming three years ago, there was 
no screen nor a projector) and

The Pos¬ 
tal Service also provides counsel¬ 
ing to bitten carriers who wish 
to seek action against the dog 
owners.

Sec. 17-23. Accumulation of Litter 

No person shall allow litter to be deposited of to ac¬ 
cumulate either temporarily or permanently on his pro¬ 
perty, such as garbage, rubbish, refuse, paper, cardboard, 
wood, cloth, building material, metal, glass, crockery, tin 
cans, junked household furniture or appliances, aband¬ 
oned or wrecked vehicles and any building or construc¬ 
tion wastes.
